CRUSHING 
AMERICAN BUSINESS. 


Very I'nsatiNlaciory State of Affairs at 


Blue Fields, Nicaragua, 


Washington, May 1—Advices from 


Blue Fields, Nicaragua, indicate the 
situation there as far as American in-' 
:erests are concerned to be extremely 
unsatisfactory. The plan of the gov- 
ernment there is to deliberately crush 
American business interests. 


To Destroy American Interests. 


It is being impressed upon officials 


here that persons high, in the Nicara- 
guan government are pursuing a policy 
calculated to deliberately crush Amer- 
ican business interests. It is now of 
considerable magnitude in the Mos- 
quito country- Reports are to the effect 
that ever since the Clarence rebellion 
some yea^-s ago the Nicaragnan gov- 
ernment has been jealous of the grow- 
ing importance of the American set- 
tlements and the Reyes rebellion re- 
cently seems to have confirmed it in its 
determination to destroy American in- 
fluence in that section. 


Collect Double Taxe«> 


JSTjcaraguans hold the American mer- 


chants responsible for the Reyes re- 
bellion. They consequently have de- 
termined, according to reports received 
here, to impose upon these American 
merchants, the entire expense to which 
the government was put in repressing 
the rebellion, amounting- to about $600,- 


000. 
This could not be done directly 


without a breach of international laws, 
hence the attempt made to collect a 
large part of it through a demand upon 
merchants for a second payment upon 
imports paid the defacto government 
of Bluefields while Reyes was in pos- 
session of the place. 
Reports show 


that this government of Reyes was 
actually the defacto in the full sense of 
the term. In proof of this it is shown, 
Estrada, the Nicaragnan governor of 
the place sought and was given refuge 
in the United States consular agency, 
also the dues collected on the imports, 
were collected for Reyes by the same 
treasurer, who had held the place for 
the past three years. 


Detroit May Be Used. 


American interests in Bluefields alone 


now aggregate fuly $2,000,000 in gold, 
and the state department is determined 
hey shall be protected against the pro- 
posed extortion, soi nteresting news is 
expected at any moment in view of the 
United States man of war there the 
Detroit, to execute the orders of the 
department.

stretched out with a four-mile front and 
within, a quarter of a mile of the enemy. 


The possibilities of peace are gratify- 


ing to a large majority of the army, who 
have'regarded the war as an unpleasant 
duty that must be performed according 
to American traditions. 


Manila is cheerful ovar the prospect 


of a return to normal life, though there 
are sceptics who remark that a truce 
would enable the insurgents to rast until 
the rainy season, upon which they have 
been depending as an important aid. 


The prisoners report that there are 


75,000 refugees north of San Fernando.

Mrs. McKinley breakfasted early this 
morning at the Hotel Manhattan. Af- 
ter breakfast the president received a 
number of callers, among them General 
Grenville M. Dodge. At 9:45 o'clock the 
president, Abner McKinley and Acting 
Secretary Cortelyou entered a carriage 
and drove to the foot of East Twenty- 
third street, where they boarded a 
government tug and went to the navy 
yard. Mrs. McKinley remained at the 
.hotel. Later in the day she and Mrs. 
Abner McKinley went shopping. 


The presidential party, which includ- 


ed General Dodge, W. W. Heaton, Sur- 
geon Rixey, U. S. N., and Colonel W. 
C. Brown, were received on board the 
government tug Nina by Commander 
J: J. Kelly, U. S. N., who had been 
delegated to escort •f.hem to the navy 
yard by Rear Admiral Phillips, The 
tug reached the yard at 10:04 o'clock. 
As the Nina turned into the basin the 
guns on board the Vermont fired a sa- 
lute of 21 guns in honor of the presi- 
dent. Rear Admiral Phillips greeted 
the president and his escort when they 
came ashore. President McKinley and 
the commandant then led the others 
up the yard to the Lyceum building in 
front of which all the officers on duty 
at the yard were lined up in special 
full dress. 
One hundred marines in 


command of Colon.el R. "W. Huntingdon 
and Captains W. C. Neville and "W. J. 
McKelvey faced the building. 


As the president approached the ma- 


rine band played "Hail to the Chief" 
and while the marines presented arms 
the officers and spectators doffed their 
hats. Admiral Phillips introduced each 
of the officers to the distinguished vis- 
itor, who shook hasfils- with every one 
of them. After this the .party was es- 
corted through the stores and factories 
and then visited the' Yosemite and 
and Glacier, which they inspected. Af- 
ter the inspection they were invited to 
luncheon at the commandant's 
resi- 


dence, and during their stay there the 
band played a varied selection of airs. 
After luncheon the president and other 
visitors returned on'board the Nina, 
and as the vessel swung out into the 
East river another salute of 21 guns 
was fired from the Vermont, on which 
vessel the president's flag was flying.

The Doughty Pioneer Bent Ilin Co- 


ntancue Captor, Bite LitiiKli, nt the 
Game and Then RUked Hin Life 


, Again to Save a White Girl Captive, 


Old "Wildcat" Smith is just about 


the last living one of that famous band 
of pioneers ,who drove the Indians to 
the mountains, killed the panthers and 
bears, and blazed the tracks through 
the trackless wilderaecs. He does not 
look like a lawyer, but he has, never- 
theless, sat upon a camp stool and de- 
cided cases of the greatest importance. 
He does not bear any very marked re- 
semblance to a general, but he has com- 
manded a considerable, force in battle, 
and, while military critics might have 
complained that he was deficient in 
strategic ability 
none ever charged 


him with lack of valor. Few people 
would discover in his face or manner 
any of those traits that distinguish a 
duelist, but he has demonstrated that 
he possesses them all in an eminent de- 
gree by ordering "pistols and coffee f»r 
two" more than once. Upon one occa- 
sion he had the audacity to invite Gen- 
eral Houston, who was at that period 
president of the republic, to "comeout 
and exchange shots" with him. He says 
that the old warrior "floored" him by 
coolly making a note on a slip of paper 
and putting it in his desk. In answer 
to the enraged challenger's inquiry the 
general simply said: "Mr. Smith, yon 
are the fortieth. When I have killed 
these other 80 scoundrels who have 
qhallenged me, I will accommodate you. 
Be patient, sir." 


Smith came to Texas in 1836 and 


served in the Texas army through all 
the long wars with Mexico. He was 
also a soldier In the great civil war, 
and when that ended he enlisted to 
fight Indians and remained on the bor- 
der until there were no more Co- 
manches to shoot.

BERMUDA' WHITE*TiCTES. 


A. Chance For Growing the Bnlbs In 


the United Sttiten. 


There is a good chance for a new in- 


dustry in the United States in the rais- 
ing of bulbs from which the Bermuda 
white lily is grown. At present these 
bulbs are imported, and their value at 
wholesale is $1,500,000 annually. The 
greatest objection to th|§ importation, 
aside from the protectionist objection, 
is the presence of mites, which de- 
stroy each year an increasingly large 
percentage of the bulbs. This affliction 
is spreading and unless methods of cul- 
tivating the lily at its island home are 
revolutionized many persons fear this 
beautiful Christmas and Easter flower 
will eventually be driven out of exist- 
ence. 


For the mite itself no satisfactory 


remedy has been found. The suggestion 
has been made, however, that if some 
bulbs entirely free from the pest were 
carefully selected and their growth be- 
gun in a region in the United States 
which the mites have never infested 
it might be possible thns to elude the 
enemy. At least many years might 
elapse before the mites found such a 
new lily colony out. 


Up to the present time experiments 


conducted in the United States have 
not proved completely successful. No 
part of the United States has yet been 
found where the winter conditions are 
sufficiently favorable to bring the bulbs 
to maturity at a date early enough to 
make them ready to flower in season 
for Christmas. But it is no use to give 
up the search. Bulbs may be propagated 
which do not require quite so much 
time and places may be found more 
nearly like their Bermuda home than 
any yet discovered. These are some of 
the problems upon which the agricul- 
tural department is at work. The mite 
pest so thoroughly infests Bermuda that 
evidently a new start must be made 
for the plant somewhere if its growth 
is to continue

Placed Back In the Water None the 
Worse For Their Experience Out ol 
Their Natural Element. 


There are two methods which are 


employed by fish culturists to propagate 
food and gamo fish. One is to catch the 
young lish, Jhe fry, and transport them 
to other waters where it is desired ta 
introduce them. The other is to strip 
the fenmlo fish of her eggs and to im- 
pregnate them artificially. 


All the attempts that have been made 


to propasiite black bass by stripping 
the female of their eggs have been fail- 
ures so far, and the only method that 
can be applied to them is to catch the 
fry and nnj&e thorn till they are strong 
enough to be liberated. Other fish, nota- 
bly the shad-and the salmon, are readi- 
ly stripped, and the results are wonder- 
ful, as the percentage of eggs that fail 
to hatch ia exceedingly small. 


Werqjeither fry or eggs leffe to nature 


only an excessively small proportion 
would grow into adult fishhood. Apari 
from those which would die naturally a 
tremendous quantity would fall prey tc 
the host of enemies—insects, crustacea, 
fish, birds and mammals—that is wait- 
ing for the spawn or the tiny fish. 


Any one who has handled fish freshlj 


caught knows Low delicate they appeal 
to be and how quickly they die aftei 
leaving the water. Yet the experts ii 
the service of the various state and 01 
the United States fish commissions han 
die millions of the most sensitive fooc 
and game fish every year, and few o) 
them die from the process. 


The process of handling a female salm 


on that is faeavy with spawn which il 
is desirJI to take frotn her is a dacided- 
ly interesting and extremely simple on« 
and may be explained so as to be read- 
ily understood. First the fish are led t< 
swim into a confined space where thej 
can be reached with the landing net 
The manipulation of this dip net alon« 
requires no mean skill. It must nol 
bruise the fionndering fish and must lift 
the creature in such a way that it doe* 
not scrape the scales from its sides as i1 
struggles. 
Wherever a scale is torr 


from a fish, particularly in fresh water, 
fungus is almost certain to form, and 
that is generally fatal. 


After the fish is in the net the lattei 


is lifted carefully, and the operator's 
hand slides downward, g-ejtly but firm- 
ly, till it grasps the body immediately 
above the tail. Then he draws the fish 
from the net and holds it head down- 
ward. That serves to show at once 
whether -th-e fish is "ripe"—that is, 
whether the eggs have r%ached that 
stage of development which permits oi 
stripping. If the fish is perfectly ripe, 
the eggs sirik toward the head. 


If the fish is found satisfactory, the 


operator places a pan between his legs 
and holds the fish firmly in his arm. 
With the right hand he encircles the 
salmon just back of the gills and, 
squeezing the fish gently, slides the 
hand down toward the tail, when the 
eggs spout into the pan. They are hard 
then and rattle into the receptacle like 
peas. Later, after they have bean in the 
hatching frames for a time, they get 
larger and softer, having absorbed much 
water. 


After the eggs have been- drawn from 


the female fish she is placed back into 
the water, none the worse for hsr trials. 
Then the-milt from a ripe male fish is 
pressed into the pan in the same way, 
and the impregnated eggs are ready to 
be hatched. 


Under favorable conditions 90 days 


is the period of incubation for the grand 
landlocked salmon, one of the finest 
game fishes in the world and hardly in- 
ferior to any as a good fish. The first 
sign of life in the eggs is the formatiom 
of a little clot, generally red or pink, 
which increases with remarkable rapid- 
ity, until in a few days the complete 
form of a little fish is plain to the eye. 


But it is rather a hideous little mon- 


ster that wriggles out of the egg finally. 
It resembles a fish only because it 
wriggles and moves like one. Otherwise 
it looks more like a fevered dream after 
too much broiled lobster or Welsh rab- 
bit. It is a transparent body, with a 
globular swelling where its fine, fishlike 
lines ought to be, and its eyes are im- 
mense goggles. Then the fish wise men 
watch the things most carefully. 


This is a critical period of the young 


things' growth, and a fall or a rise of a 
degree in the. temperature of the water 
may mean death to millions of salmon. 
Generally men remain on guard night 
and day in the big hatcheries to watch 
their charges at this time. If they pull 
through, it is beautiful to see the suc- 
cessive changes as the tiny swimmers 
cast off their hideous appendages and 
turn into dainty, slender, silvery crea- 
tures that dart through the water like 
bubbles of air and form in thick swarms 
in the corneas of the tanks, where they 
hang like bees. —New York Press.

He Mow Control* the Pearl mud femrl 


Shell Market of America and Europe. 
An Interesting Trade With Natlvei of 


' raoiac blando. 


It is not generally known that one 


single merchant, a young Californian, 
83 years of age, controls the pearl and 
pearl shell market of America and Eu- 
rope. This monarch of the pearl trade 
is Samuel Harris. He operates in the 
Pacific ocean, and he has built up an 
astounding commercial reputation in 
the course of eight years. There are 
plenty of cattle kings in the west and 
wheat kings in the east and money 
lungs everywhere, but there is only one 
pearl king, and that is Harris. Thou- 
sands of rare, translucent gems are 
brought to this country and bhipped to 
Europe by his agents. 
He deals in 


mother of pearl shells by the ton, and 
the magnitude of his transactions has 
made the private mark of Harris— 
namely, a diamond inclosing a large H 
—a seal of international importance and 
a guarantee of genuine kingship. 


Harris gathers his gems exclusively 


in the Society islands. For eight years 
he has made these Pacific land spots the 
field of his interesting business. It was 
on the shores of Tahiti that first he 
earned his title of king. After repeated 
transactions with the natives whom he 
employed in pearl fishing he stimulated 
them from passivily to great activity, 
gaining their confidence and trust by 
honest and reliable barter. He never 
made promises to them that he did not 
keep. He paid them in fall the price 
•which they demanded. Himself a fin- 
ished critic, a connoisseur, he never 
permitted them to overvalue a pile of 
.shells, and they grew to admire him. 
He controlled the situation at Tahiti. 
He was easily king. 


It is said that Harris has been a lover 


of these delicate gems since his boy- 
hood. Pearls have always been to him 
the most mysterious, the most wonder- 
ful, the most beautiful handiwork of 
nature. To him, gifted with an artistic, 
idealistic temperament, they appealed 
in a romantic, poetic way. To him each 
translucent globule seemed like a tear 
from the weird eyes of an earth be- 
witched mermaid. They were silent to- 
kens of the water maid's grief, she who 
perhaps pined for a terrestrial lover. 


Finally young Harris took a pleasure 


voyage to the distant Society isles and 
saw what made his enthusiastic eyes 
bulge in their sockets. He saw native 
children playing along the sands with 
the richest pearls he had ever seen; he 
saw the native belles passing by with 
ropes of pearly gems about their throats, 
such treasures as would have made a 
society queen turn pale with envy. Then 
Harris made his first business trip to 
Tahiti, and he took with him $3,000 
worth of merchandise. His burden con- 
sisted mainly of tobacco, knives, rope, 
fishhooks 
and 
articles of clothing. 


These were luxuries to the native Tahi- 
tite, and the pearl trader brought back 
that year in exchange for his merchan- 
dise fully $40,000 worth of pearls and 
pearl shells. He did not consider it a 
bad bargain, and he has been back very 
year since. 


Formerly only the lowest grade pearls 


were brought to the American market. 
The finer ones were retained abroad and 
rarely ever found their way this side of 
the water. Harris has turned the tables 
and now brings to the San Francisco 
market the most perfect pearls found 
anywhere. The perfect stones are orient 
and of translucent whiteness or glim- 
mering iridescence. They are finely 
symmetrical in form, and the best are 
generally pear shaped, like a falling 
star. The hunt for these beauties of the 
deep goes on incessantly. The same ex- 
citement and uncertainty attend the 
fishing as surround the tireless chase 
for gold or the determined digging in a 
diamond mine. 


There is the same labor and the oft 


repeated disappointment. Now and then 
a great surprise is brought up by the 
fearless pearl diver. That compensates 
for all the rest, lately it was an im- 
mense black pearl, the handsomest of 
its kind ever snatched from the fathom- 
less ocean. Harris brought it on his last 
recent voyage to San Francisco. After 
careful examination it was found to be 
absolutely perfect, having a weight of 
six carats. It is valued in the London 
market at £150. 


Since 1894 Harris has revolutionized 


the trade in pearl shells. Only one 
grade ever found its way to the manu- 
facturers of pearl shell ornaments and 
gewgaws. It was generally shell that 
was thin, flaky and colorless and sold 
for $800 a ton. This energetic young 
pearl king now exports four different 
grades or varieties, ranging in value 
from $600 to $1,200 a ton. 


All shells are purchased in bulk from 


the native fishers. They bring down 
their hauls of shell to the young king's 
schooner as it lies in port, fretting rest- 
lessly against the side of the rude piers. 
They bring down their find here for the 
king's inspection. He sits in state and 
passes judgment. Harris can tell at a 
glance what a pile of shells is worth. 
He is an export at determining value, 
and he is a shrewd buyer as well and 
has never permitted the native experts 
to outdistance him in judgment. When 
a pile of shells is dropped before him, 
he picks up one or two and runs his 
arm carelessly through the heap and in 
a moment can determine the grade, for 
the natives are clever at assortment. No 
uncommon shells are ever found among 
the poor ones. They have not learned 
yet the trick of deception by mingling 
the good and tha bad.—Chicao^ Tiz^es-

The adventures of Colonel Frederic 


Funston of the Twentieth Kansas vol- 
unteers, who is the hero of Calumpit, 
began before he was 18 years old, saya 
the St. Louis Republic. While attend- 
ing the country school in Allen county 
he and two of his boy friends decided it 
would be mucTi pleasanter to live with 
tho Indians than to go to school and do 
chores about the farm. They secured 
three guns and a quantity of ammuni- 
tion and, gathering a supply of food, 
set out to find a camp of native Ameri- 
cans, who were often seen about that 
part of the country at that time. 


Finally they came to the Osage res- 


ervation, where Black Dog was chief. 
There the three youthful adventurers 
took up their residence and remained 
for two months, until found by their 
parents and forced to return home. The 
boys were loath to leave the camp, as 
they had become great friends with the 
Indians. This friendship was never for- 
gotten by the old chief, Black Dog, and 
only a year ago he sent a messenger to 
Colonel Funston asking him to visit 
him. 
Colonel Funston went back with 


the messenger and remained nearly a 
week with his old friend, much to that 
warrior's delight. After a brief journal- 
istic career in Little Rock Funston 
went farther west. Ho mined in Cali- 
fornia and lassoed steers in Texas. 
While in the Lone Star State, on the 
IXL ranch, he did alone what half a 
hundred cowboys had been trying to 
accomplish for more than a year. A 
party of Apaches had been harassing 
the cowboys for many months, driving 
of£ cattle and stealing horses. They

were camped in a ravine, and all efforts 
to dislodge them had proved futile, for 
they were too strongly intrenched, and 
it was impossible to get them from the 
rocky pass in which they had taken 
refuge.

One of Colonel Funston's stories, told 


on the lecture platform, is an adventure 
le had on an iceberg in the Bering sea. 
Phe party of government explorers of 
which he was a member was sailing 
along the coast, when Funston sighted 
;wo polar bears on a large iceberg float- 
ng near the ship. He and four other 
irofessors set out in an open boat to 
rill them. The day was beautiful and 
the sun was shining brightly. The boat 
arrived at the edge of the berg and the 
bears were shot. 


Just as the party was ready to fasten 


the boat to the berg the sun was sud- 
denly obscured and a heavy snow- 
storm, such as is only seen in the arc- 
tics, began. The men could not see 20 
feet ahead. Funston called thorn about 
him and, after a short talk, they decided 
the best thing they could do was to re- 
main on the iceberg. Their boat was 
pulled up and split to pieces to make 
Kindling wood. The bears were skinned 
and their meat cooked over the fire. At 
night the men wrapped up in the bear 
skins and went to sleep. The storm 
continued two days and during this 
time the fiv« men continued to reside 
on the berg. 


In the meantime they had made a 


trip around the berg and found it to he 
rotten. Large chunks were continually 
falling off. On the third day the storm 


ceased, and they found themselves seem- 
ingly in midocean with only a few other 
icebergs in sight. Bnt they tried to he 
cheerful until the big berg upon which 
they were camped commenced to crack 
and break to pieces. Then they knelt 
and prayed. Looking up suddenly, Fnn- 
Bton saw a ship in sight. It was the 
Flora, their own wsscl, which had been 
pursuing them for many miles.

down the track, throwing ballast at 
him. 
Funeton was in Alaska four years 


ago, and he took a longer trip in the 
middle of the dark arctic winter with 
only Indian guides than Peary took in 
Greenland in the light of the summer. 


"The only thing Fun&ton would rath- 


er do than fight is to read Kipling. 
There is absolutely nothing the matter 
with Funston, and, what is more, there 
are several hundred thousand other 
young fellows in Kansas made of the 
same stuff."

A Native Report on tlie Government 


of General Wilson. 


Major General James H. Wiboo, 


who has just been appointed chief of 
the xinited departments of Matanzas 
and Santa Clara, has done much good 
to the Cubans, and can do much more 
yet during the military occupation of 
the United States. 


His high gifts of intelligence and 


bravery are well proved in his brilliant 
military history. His refined culture is 
recognized by every one who has any 
intercourse with him. But these condi- 
tions, which are always worthy of ap- 
plause in those who gird on the saber, 
are not his principal titles to the affec- 
tion of the sons of this country. Wil- 
son, besides possessing snch noted gifts, 
is one of the best friends of Cuba, if 
not the best in tJe army of occupation. 
He is the one who does the most impar-j 
tial justice to the Cubans, and the one, 
too, who fights in the most noble man-', 
ner for Cuba's liberty and for its hap-, 
piness. 


There, in the tranqnil "City of the 


Two Eivers,'' where hills and palms re- 
peat the sharp stanzas of Heredia, the 
inspired and harsh poetry of Placido 
and the sweet songs of Milanes; there 
in the beautiful Matanzas, so full of 
historical remembrances of the ijght for 
Cuban independence and in the heroic 
sufferings of this people, it seems that 
the whole province is more under the 
paternal control of a sage than under 
the military occupation of a foreign, 
army.

San Juan and Ynmuri. 
IT: appears at 


first impression that there is no govern- 
ment there, but a community of sensi-; 
ble and gentle persons, moved by senti- 
ments of order and fraternity. But, far 
from being so, General Wilson directs 
from his office the affairs of the prov- 
ince and cares with a vigilant eye for 
all interests, from the richest sugar 
estate to the feeding of the starving 
family of the reconcentrado. There is 
force there, but no violence; there is 
liberty, but no disorder; authority, but 
no injustice. The infernal results of de- 
struction and of hunger have disap. 
peared as under a magic enchantment, 
and Matanzas is rapidly advancing in 
the way of reconstruction. The one 
that was during the war the poorest 
and most devastated region of Cuba 
will become one of the richest and most 
prosperous of the world as soon as the 
great agricultural and social problems 
of the island shall have favorable solu- 
tion. If the word tyrant could be used 
in these days in the Greek sense, it 
would be said of Wilson that he is the 
"good tyrant" of the ideal republic of 
Benan. 


The Cuban journalist, so accustomed 


to giving information to the American 
authorities instead of receiving the 
same, is astonished to find that in so 
ehort a time Wilson has studied in a 
perfect manner the island of Cuba and 
its sons. Rich or poor,,there is in Ma- 
tanzas not a single planter whose situ- 
ation or needs are not known to him. 
His most ardent "desire is to restore to 
agriculture its lost credit; to obtain 
the introduction of capital into this is- 
land, with the purpose of increasing 
our riches, and so quickly and in such 
a thorough manner as to give satisfac- 
tion to the Cubans in the fulfillment of 
their most noble ideals.—jJavana La 
Lucha.

The Two Bottlers Raise Prices 20 


Cents a Case Today. 


The price of bottled beer went up 20 


cents a case this morning. This, as an- 
nounced in this paper some time ago, 
was expected from the limiting of the 
bottlers to two firms, and this morn- 
ing, 
when the new licenses wont into 


force, the two who are in the business 
this year were prompt to make the 
raise. The beer which has heretofore 
been $1 a case, will now be $1.20. 


An attempt was made to do this last 


year, when the revenue tax went on, 
but the bottlers could not all agree. 
The bottlers claim that with the rev- 
enue tax and the increased license fee 
this raise is necessary to enable them 
to make any money. 


This year the bottlers will be ex- 


pected to sell only in quantities over a 
casf, while the saloons will sell any- 
thing under that amount. It this is 
enforced, it will put a stop to tho prac- 
tice of selling beer 
by 
the 
qunrter 


dozen bottles or so, to be carried away 
by the purchaser.

How All Spring Work" of a Farmer"'* 


Family Wa» Done In a 
Day. 


The Lewis family of Douglassville, 


Pa., is indeed afflicted. A short tima 
ago the head of the family, John Lewis, 
died. Then the grim reaper gathered in 
two sons. At present Mrs. Lewis, anoth- 
er eon and Jeremiah Groh, for years a 
member of the Lewis household, are 
sick arid helpless. Ths Lewis people live 
on a large farm.

Has Spinal Disease, Which He Thinks He Is 


Unable to Overcome.

Chicago, May 1.—Ex-Governor John P. 


Altgeld has fougrht 
his 
lat,r pcHtical 


battle, according to inforruuuon fur- 
nished by Dr. Nicholas Ser^-i. "The ex- 
goverr.or is certainly a very sick man, 
mid it seems true beyond all question 
U'at he has f ought his last political fight," 
says Dr. Senn. "In addition tc b's illness, 
which is m itself serious, (lie e-t-go/er- 
nor, I am sorry to say, is completely 
broken down in spirit ana is despondent 
to the last degree. Not that I want to be 
understood as saying that the defeat 
sustained by Mr. Altgeld at the Chicago 
election a few weeks ago has wrought 
this discouragement from which he is 
now suffering. On the contrary, he 
seems to have lost ni'o faith in his political 
fortunes or the triumph of the principles 
with which his name has become in- 
separably associated.

"The chief cause of his despondency Is 


his realization of the fact that his pres- 
ent illness is but a. development of his old 
aillment, 
locomotor ataxia. In this 


knowledge, which has had an usually 
depressing effect upon him, is tihe great 
danger. For if the governor could be 
induced to look upon the cheerful side of 
life and take an extended trip for rest 
and change of scene he may be bene- 
fited. But in any case it is clear he can 
never again be a strong man or suf- 
ficiently restored to health to wage an- 
other political fight. 


"His case is extremely sad, as he can- 


not be persuaded to believe there is any 
hope for hlb recovery from his attack. 
Still, unless complications set in, he may 
linger longer than anyone would expect." 


Dr. Senn said that Mr. Altgeld's de- 


spoaden-cy, as well as the hard work he 
has receotly been doing, has brought on 
a state of physical collapse which can 
only be described, as complete nervc-us 
prostration. •

Race Be uiven Fair Trials. 


Chicago, May L—Msotlr.-se *."»!"? held 


In African churches throughout the ctty 
yesterday to protest against ly-nehinga 
in the south. All services were largely 
attended and at each of them an address 
to the public was adopted, which is in 


. part as follows: 
! 
"\Ve plead for equal and exact justice. 


We condone ho crime nor do we wish to 
shield criminals iram the penalties they 
deserve. All we askls the rigid entorce- 
mc-nt of law. We contend that no man 
or woman should be put to death except 
by due process of law. We want every 
protection possible to be thrown around 
the home and the highest penalty visited 
upon the violator of its sanctity. At the 
same time we hold to the doctrine that 
ours is a land of liberty, of law, and that 
every person charged with a crime 
should have a fair trial. This we ask, 
not as a favor, but as a right, and in this 
behalf we ur^fe upon the sober judgment 
of the civilized world that this is the ouiy 
civilised nation on the face of the earth 
that charges a man with crime and then 
puts him to death without a trial. The 
negro pleads for law and protests against 
anarchy. Can the white man do mo-re? 
Does he dare to do less?" 


Editor and Politician. 


Washington, May 1.—Lewis Baker, 


widely known and prominent in journal- 
ism and a politician for more than a 
third of a century, died here yesterday. 
During the past seven months he had 
suffered 
an 
attack 
of 
pernicious 


anemia, which steadily grew worse. 
Mr. Baker was born Nov. 7,1832, in Bel- 
mont county, O, 
He entered a news- 


paper office at the age of 12 years to 
learn the printing business, and, with 
the exception of a few years in the gov- 
ernment diplomatic service, devoted his 
life to newspaper work. He owned and 
edited various Ohio newspapers. 
He 


was active in Ohio politics, serving as 
a member of the state Democratic com- 
mittee for several years. 
He was a 


delegate to nearly every national Dem- 
ocratic convention from I860 to 1892. He 
was chairman of the Democratic state 
committee in West Virginia for many 
years, and a member of the national 
committee for over four years. 
He 


served tv/o terms in the state senate, and 
was presiding officer of that body part 
of the time. 
He purchased the St. 


Paul Globe in 1S85, and made it a power 
in the political and commercial develop- 
ment of the northwest until 1893, when he 
was appointed minister to Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and Salvador by President 
Cleveland. 
Mr. Baker was chairman 


of the Minnesota state Democratic com- 
mittee in the campaign of 1892. In 1886 
he was the unanimous choice of the 
Democratic members of the legislature 
for the United States senate. 


Firemen Kept Busy. 


Boston, May 1.—A large 
five-story 


brick building on Dover street, occupied 
by a number of manufacturing firms, 
was completely destroyed by fire yester- 
day. The loss is estimated at $100,000. 
The fire department had a number of 
pieces of valuable apparatus stored in 
the building, and two engines and a 
number of hose carriage were completely 
buried by the falling walls and debris, 
but two engines and a ladder truck near 
the front of the building were saved. 
Another portion of the building was oc- 
cupied by the fire alarm branch of the 
fire department, and the loss in this pla-ce 
was almost complete. Half an hour af- 
ter the fire started the greater part of 
the back wall came tumbling to the 
ground and the roof fell in, carrying with 
it all the other floors to the basement. 


After chasing 10 small ares in ddfferent 


sections of- the city Saturday evening1, 
the fire department was eoiicentraited on 
Hlgth street to subdue a more serious 
conflagration in the electrotyping estab- 
lishment of C. J. Peters & Son. The 
flames were not subdued until $50,000 
worth of valuable machinery had been 
utterly ruined, together w3thj,wo upper 
floors of the six-story building. The loss 
will aggregate fully $100,000.

o'clock and hanged in the jail yard by a 
mob of 40 men. Sees was in jail on a 
charge of barn burning. After being 
suspended in midair twice the negro 
confessed the crime of which he was 
charged and he was then hanged. 


Sand Storm In Kansas. 


Kansas City, May 1.—One of the worst 


sand storms in years prevailed in cen- 
tral and western Kansas yesterday. At 
Newton, where the velocity of the wind 
reached 60 miles an hour, the sun was 
obscured by vast clouds of dust, trees 
were broken and small buildings over- 
turned.

The verdict, however, is known to be 


that the allegations which General Miles 
made before the war investigating com- 
mission are not sustained with reference 
to the refrigerated beef, although his 
contention that the canned roast beef 
was not a suita'ble continuous ration is 
admitted. There is direct criticism of 
General Miles for falling to promptly 
bring to the attention of the war depart- 
ment the reports made to him concern- 
ing bad beef, and "several individuals" 
are censured for failing to observe the 
proprieties of their position as com- 
manding officers in this and other re- 
spects. 


The court takes the position that the 


testimony is conclusive that both the re- 
frigerated beef and the canned beef were 
in good condition when delivered to the 
government and continued sn until is- 
sued to the troops except in especial in- 
stances, where the deterioration was due 
to accidental conditions in transporta- 
tion or to the influences of the tropical 
climate. The report admits the liability 
of refrigerated beef to taint quickly after 
removal from the ice chests. The court 
finds the charges of "embalming" the 
fresh beef to have been unsubstantiated 
by the testimony, and says no chemicals 
were used to preserve it. It also finds 
that it would have been impracticable 
to secure beef on the hoof for the Cuban 
campaign. The finding is likewise in op- 
position to the assertion on the part of 
General Miles that the use of the beef 
was an experiment. 


Much attention is given to the charges 


concerning the canned roast beef, and it 
is stated that the testimony proves it to 
have been wholesome and nutritious 
where used in moderation and under 
favorable circumstances. The position 
is ta.ken that too much of this article of 
food was supplied to the men, and that 
under the circumstances it was un- 
palatable and found undesirable as a 
continuous ration. 


The fact is set forth that the canned 


roast beef had not been used to any ap- 
preciable extent before the beginning of 
•this war, and it is therefore regarded as 
a practically untried ration. In view of 
this fact the commissary general of sub- 
sistence is roundly criticise^ for the pur- 
chase of the meat in such extensive 
quantities. As to the character of the 
meat for wholesomeness and nutrition, 
the reports of Professors Attwater and 
Chitteniden are quoted at length, sus- 
taining the claims in this respect. 
The 


instructions of the president are followed 
closely and all the points indicated by 
him as being those upon which he desired 
that inquiry should be made are covered. 


Accordingly the court finds tihat the 


meat was not "doctored;" that it was the 
beef of commerce; that there was no 
more neglect than was incident to the

The decision to employ a house phys- 


ican was reached after considerable 
discussion of the needs and conditions 
of the institution. Since the hospita 
has been established, the doctors of the 
city who are on the staff have given 
their services, each taking charge o-t 
the hospital for a month. This duty 
has grown to such an extent that the 
care has become a serious burden to 
some of the physicians, especially when 
it oomes in the busy months of the 
year. It was therefore decided as be$t 
to engage a physician who will give 
all his time, or as much as is needed 
to the hospital woik. 


The physicians \~ri\\ continue to give 


their services, a,nd the house physic- 
ian will be subordinate to them, takin 
charge of the cases as they may direct 
There may be some change in the ar- 
rangement of the services by the phys- 
icians of the city, but this has not been 
decided upon yet. The board'has nol 
yet decided whether to secure a phys- 
ician from out of the city or not.
